BOSS M’'KANE’S DOMAIN. 


The Reception Accorded Frank P. Cot- 
trell, a Deiuded Young Man Whe 
Imagined He Could Serve Legal Papers 
at Gravesend Beach Without the Con- 
sent of the Boss—He Knows Better Now, 
New York, Jan. 25.—Frank P. Cot- 
trell. a young man living in Brooklyn, 
paid a visit to Gravesend Beach on Sat- 
urday night and, if the story he tells 
be true, he was the victim of an out- 
rage at the hands of several of Boss 
John Y. MecKane’s henchmen. The 
scene from all accounts was similar to 
that in Gravesend on election day, when 
a number of men went to that place to 
perform a duty delegated tothem by 
the courts and were assaulted by Mc- 
Kane men. 

It was in connection with election- 
day occurrences that Mr. Cottrell vis- 
ited Gravesend Beach on Saturday 
night. He went there as the represent- 
ative of the committee of twenty-five 
which is now pushing the cases against 
MecKane and his indicted followers, for 
the purpose of serving subpoenas on 
Capt. J. E. Hineman, of the Coney- 
Islamd police force, and Isaac Ring, a 
resident of Gravesend Beach. 

Both of these men are wanted as 
witnesses in court. On reaching 
Gravesend beach Mr. Cottrell, as he 
states, stopped at the saloon of Flor- 
ence Donovan, ex-member of the state 
board of arbitration, to inquire where 
the parties of whom he was in search 
could be found. He claims he 
was immediatly recognized by John 
W. Murphy, ex-president of the 
Coney Island Athletic club, and 
*Mort” Morris, who was in the saloon. 
Murphy and Morris, Mr. Cottrell 
claims, without uny provocation what- 
ever, gave himaterrible beating, much 
to the amusement of the other men in 
the saloon. Then they kicked him 
out. His subpcenes were taken from 





his coat pocket, and he was 
thus prevented from carrying out 
the work which he went to the 


Beach to do. Besides several bruises 
on his face a black and blue mark 
showing the print of a man’s fingers, 
encircles Mr. Cottrell’s throat. 

Florence Donovan, the saloon-keeper, 
says that Cottrell was drunk and dis- 
orderly, and that there is no truth in 
his story.

LOYAL AMERICANS. 


Enlistiment Began for the New Grand 
Army in Kansas. 

Topeka, Kas., Jan. 23.—In compll- 
ance with the orders issued from 
Lansing, Mich., by Commander Rey- 
nolds of the Grand Army Loyal Ameri- 
cans, the officers of the order in Kan- 
sas are busy enlisting recruits. Maj.- 
Gen. R. S. Osborn, who is known to 
fame as the secretary of state 
of Kansas, has charge of the 
work. He has appointed _ briga- 
dier-generals in nearly every 
county in the state, and while he has 
not heard from all of his appointees, 
he says that he believes they are nearly 
all engaged in the work of enlistment. 
J. G. Samuelson, a prominent labor 
union man, bas accepted the commis- 
sion of brigadier-general for this coun- 
ty, and has appointed fifteen captains 
for as many companies to be organized 
in Topeka. All, he says, have begun 
the canvass for enlistment, and 
by Tuesday night he expects each 
company to haveits full quota. He es- 
timates that Topeka alone will fur- 
nish sixty companies, with a total of 
between 4,000 and 5,000 men. Secre- 
tary Osborn is confident that two- 
thirds of the voters of the state will 
be enrolled in the new order, and that 
it will be strong enough to insist upon 
its demands being placed in all party 
platforms in Kansas this year.

FEAR DEFEAT. 


The Democracy in a. Pickle 
Tariff Situation. 

There may be something in this loud 
talk among democratic papers about 
an alleged corruption fund to defeat 
the Wilson bill which does not appear 
on the surface. It is apparent that 
there are democrats of high standing 
in their party who are not at ali san- 
guine about that measure’s prospects 
for enactment, and some of them 
would be glad to have a chance to lay 
its defeat, if it should be defeated, to 
the use of money by the interests 
which the bill assails. Indications of 
hostility to certain provisions of the 
bill have been shown by democrats in 
different sections of the country, and 
if the bill should fail of passage it 
might be deemed expedient for the 
leaders of the party to attribute this 
to the corrupt use of money by the 
“tariff barons.” A change of five or 
six democratic votes in the senate 
would defeat the bill, and there have 
been reports that many of the party 
in that body are only lukewarm in 
their devotion to it. 

But it is hard to see how the dem- 
ocrats can be benefited by laying the 
defeat of the bill to the use of money 
if defeat should come. It would be 
better, indeed, for the democrats to 
have the bill fail tarough honest oppo- 
sition to it in their party than through 
bribe-taking, for in the first case the 
party would be merely chargeable with 
lack of sagadity and practical states- 
manship in being unable to frame a 
tariff bill which its members could 
unite on, while in the other case the 
party would be open to the imputation 
of insincerity and venatity. The coun- 
try knows that the democracy has a 
majority in both branches of congress, 
and if, in this contingency, the tariff 
measure which it has framed fails to 
pass the party will be put in an ex- 
ceedingly embarrassing position, and 
it cannet escape the condemnation 
which it will deserve in such a situa- 
tion. 

The democratic party will find that 
it cannot doage or evade this tariff 
issue by charging the protected inter- 
ests with bribery or corruption in any 
form. The party has placed itself on 
record on this issue both by the de- 
liverances of its national conventions 
and by the policy which it has ad- 
vocated and the measures which it has 
framed. It will be judged by the 
record which it has thus made even if 
the present bill fails of passage from 
any cause. Retreat from its position 
would be cowardly and defeat through 
a surrender to corrupt influences would 
be dishonorable and contemptible. — It 
has antagonized the republican party 
on the leading issue of national con- 
cern, and the country wants to see 
what policy it proposes as a reform for 
the abuses or alleged abuses which it 
condemns. ‘The democracy cannot re- 
tain power by pleading the baby act 
or by shiftlessness or trickery of any 
sort.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
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NO TIME TO REDUCE THE TARIFF. 


Government Revenue Falling Off Fast 

Enoogh Without Wilson Bill Reduction. 
In view of the falling off in the gov- 
ernment revenues and the low condi- 
tion of the treasury balance, it will be 
apparent that the majority of the ways 
and means committee lave chosen an 
inopportune time to bring forward 
their bill for the revision of the tariff, 
a measure which provides for a serious 
reduction of the revenue from customs, 
As to the extent of that reduction there 
was no agreement at first. Chairman 
Wilson was quoted as estimating it at 
different times at from 25,000,000 to 
$50,000,000, while ex-Speaker Reed, the 
leader of the minority in the house, put 
the reduction at $74,000,000. Chairman 
Wilson's latest estimate is contained in 
a statement lately prepared showing 
the quantities and values of imported 
merchandise for 1892 and 1894, with the 
rates of duty and duties paid for these 
years, together with the rates proposed 
by his bill and the estimated revenues 
under it, based upon like importations. 
It appears from this statement that 
the duty received under the MeKinley 
bill for the year 1892 was $173,008,471. 
The duty estimated under the Wilsen 
biil for a like period would have teen 
107,690,170, making an estimated year- 
ly decrease of %65,407,90). The total 
duty received under the McKinley law 
for 1893 was $198,473,452. The duty es-

A DIPLOMATIC MYSTERY. 


The Infamous Policy of Cleveland in ihe 
Hawalian Affair. 

Owing to the sudden and inexpliec- 
able silence of Mr. Cleveland and the 
state department, the American peop!e 
are left entirely in the dark as to the 
situation at Honolulu. Save only for 
the vision conjured up by the pictur. 
esque diction of one of the Corwin's 
sailors who sung out over the rail: 
‘‘Hades’s a-poppin’ down there,” the ciy- 
ilized world is destitute of Hawaiian 
knowledge. A general impression, 
founded on nothing more substantial 
than the elusive “they say"—that Min- 
ister Willis has presented to President 
Dole a demand that he step down and 
let Queen Lil step up is abroad in the 
land, and conjecture as to the effect 
of this diplomatic communication made 
to the government to which, in ap- 
parent amity, Willis was accredited, is 
naturally active. 

The net effect of the presidential pol- 
icy of concealment will be to awaken 
very general suspicion that the admin- 
istration has sustained a very serious 
blow in Honolulu and desires to keep 
the fact secret until it can prepare an 
explanation and a remodeled policy. 
There are mwauy ways in which action 
in Honolulu might seriously affect the 
Cleveland following. Verlkaps the 
most disastrous thing would be the 
complete success of the Cleveland pol- 
icy, for news of the reinstatement of 
the queen, the return to power of her 
British favorites, the reinstatement in 
the line of succession of the half-breed 
princess with her British guardian, 
would be to many Americans tidings 
ofacrime. It is possible that the pol- 
icy of restoration has not succeeded 
and that Minister Willis has been 
curtly ordered to leave the islands-— 
an order which President Dole as the 
de facto head of an established govern- 
ment has entire right to 
there is still the chance that the inter- 
ference of Willis has led to fighting 
and that by the Quixotic appearance of 
Cleveland in the defense of an absurd 
and contemptible monarchy an_ ordi- 
narily peaceful community has been 
steeped in blood. It is even within the 
limits of credibility that United States 
forces may have been employed under 
the orders of Cleveland's envoy. - 

Speculation upon these points is of 
course idle, but mere enumeration of 
the varying conjectures in the public 
mind shows how unwise is the adinin- 
istration’s attitude of secrecy. In all 
probability the t ruth, when it comes, 
will prove far Jess sensational than the 
conjectures. And concealment can be 
for a brief time only. The government 
can anchor its revenue cutter far from 
land and prohibit communication with 
the shore, but the next steamer from 
Honoluiu must bring full and trust- 
worthy news. It will tax the imagina- 
tion of Americans to believe that the 
tidings now kept so dark a secret 
aboard the cutter Corwin can add in 
the slightest degree to the stupidity 
and infamy of the Cleveland policy in 
dealing with Hawaii.—Chicago ‘Times

After Mr. Lamar had 
finished his discussion of the question 
the judge asked the complainants’ at- 
torneys to discuss it also, and they did 
with good effect. 
They maintained that there was no 
law in the state of Florida which pro- 
hibited even prize fights, aud Colonel 
Cockrell defied the attorney general to 
cite one instance where a convictiog had 
been secured inastate in which there 
was no specific statue passed for the 
prevention of prize fights. 
Judge Young reinforced him with the 
argument that the old duelling statute— 
the statute designed to prevent fighting 
by appointment—which the attorney 
general maintained was prohibitory of 
glove contests, prize fights er whatever 
they may be called, contenzplated fight- 
ing with weapons. That these articles 
of agreement under which Corbett and 
Mitchell were to contest for athletic su- 
premacy contemplated gloves—gloves 
allowed by law-—and that the city of 
Jacksonville had an ordinance 
under the right given it by the state in 
its special charter regulating legal gloves 
at five ounces. 

Colonel Cockerell followed Judge 
Young in the statement that the basis of 
a fight was malice and anger. That 
there was no malice nor anger in this 
case. It was to bea friendly contest—a 
scientific exhibition. He also main- 
tained that in a prize fight it was not 
necessary, as the state had attempted to 
show, that bodily injury should be 
done. 

The state’s attorney and the attorney 


general made their strong fight on the 
equity part of the proceedings. Mr. 
Lamar said that an injunction would 
not lie wherein there was redress at law. 
The complainants, he added, had failed 
to show that the redress provided by the 
sheriff was inadequate. They had only 
made vague and uncertain claims that 
the sheriff would damage the club irre- 
parably by interfering with the enter- 
tainment. 

He also argued that as a peace officer 
the sheriff had a right to enter into the 
premises of the Duval Athletic club 
with a sufficient force to vonserve the 
peace.

advantages, which will be mailed as seem 
proper, or upon appiication. 

The gqnestioa of *‘free turnpikes,’’

‘The prettiest farms, the 
most beautiful homes and the bhappi- 
est people [ever saw were down in 
Quebec in British American, where 
the early French settlers were only 
allowed to possess ten acres of land 
But that smill piece of land was 
made a home in the truest sense. So 
can the Negro of Alabama take up 
the public lands (which will some 
day be taken up by other races, and 
live happy. To buy land and own 
a home in this State will be an ob- 
ject before many years. The color. 
ed man has got to save his money 
before he can accumulate property 
any where. We take the world too 
easy. We are not careful enough 
with our dimes, Never break a dol - 
lar as long as you can do without it. 
Enough along this line.

SCHOOL AND CHURCH, 


—The principal Protestant missions 
in South America are those of the Pres- 


| byterian church, north and south, the 


Southern Baptist church, the Methodist 
Episcopal chireh, north and south, 
and the South American Missionary 
society. 

—Now that the rod is practically out 
of date as an educational implement, 
it surprises and pleases people of mid- 
dle age to observe the friendliness 
that their children often show for 
their teachers. The younsters go to 
school willingly and stay after hours 
to chat with the teachers. 

—Inthe free night-schools of Cooper 
tnion, New York, there are tivo sec- 
tions, the scientific and the art, each 
having a course of five years. A 
student may enter for any length of 
time he pleases, but if he or she is ab- 
sent three times without satisfactory 
excuse, the privileges of the school are 
withdrawn. In some classes the num- 
ber of applicants is greatly in excess 
of the accommodation. ) 

—The Maryland :piscopalians are 
tulking of dividing the diocese, making 
the city of Washington one diocese and 
the state of Maryland the other. Some, 
however, object to this, on the ground 
that the future bishopof Washington 
ought to have some outside missionary 
territory to keep him from being puffed 
up. They say he might get to calling 
himself ‘**Washington,” after the Kn- 
@lish fashion; and if his front name 
should happen to be George {he result 
would be awkward. 

—At the annual meeting of the board 
of trustees of the American university 
in Washington, the chancellor, Bishop 


Hurst, announced a gift of $100,000. 
The site is valued at $300,000, and 


pledges towards buildings and endow- 
ments amounting to $500,000 had been 
received before the last donation of 
1190,00 was received. ‘The university, 
therefore, has, in property and pledges, 
$700,000. No department of the uni- 
versity has vet been organized and 
opened. When sufficient funds are se- 
cured to warrant it. buildings will be 
erected, and the work of organizing 
the teaching of the university will be- 
gin. 

—Col. Thomas Wentworth Higgin- 
son, who has just celebrated his seven- 
tieth birthday. recently gave interest- 
ing testimony to the decline of drink- 
ing among the students of Harvard 
university. He used in his younger 
years to see students reeling down 
North avenue, in Cambridge, from Por- 
ters tavern, where they had indulged 
in the potent “flip.” which nowhere 
else was made so strong. and instances 
of intoxicated students cuarcering 
through the college vard were not un- 
common, “while nowadays,” says the 
colonel, “Jam sure no student would 
willingly be seen staggering across 
Harvard square. It would be consid- 
ered poor form, and any man who did 
such a thing would lose caste.” 

“—An Odessa correspondent says that 
the Russian orthodox missionaries have 
so failed in their proselytizing efforts 
among the Khirgese that the missions 
will probably be shortly withdrawn. 
Nearly the whole of the steppe tribes, 
generally described as ‘‘heathens,” are 
now adopting, almost en masse, the 
Mohammedan faith, which is spread 
among them chiefly by Tartar teach- 
ers. The Mohammedan Tartars have 
always enjoyed the right of free prose- 
lytism among the natives of the 
Kirghese steppes. According toa re- 
port just issued by the All-Russian 
Orthodox Missions society. during the 
last %> years its missionaries, have 
made 85 converts amoug the heathens 
of Asiatic and European Russia and 
Japan. The cost of these missions dur- 
ing the quarter of a century amounts 
to 3,146,763 rubles.
